H \VO weeks ^0 a number of leaders of tlie .\meriran laibor TTnion and their friends held a nieei- 
ing in Chicago. As a n^ull uf this.meeting a circular was issued requesting trades unions to

and of individual offii'crs of the Bakei.-' and Brewery Wiirker.s* 1,'nion#. It caused quite a sensation in 
Milwaukee, bceauac the name of Eugene V. Debs was ciiuiecled with .the movement. 

The entire capitalistic press of Milwaukee and Chicago call this movement a campaign of the So¬ 
cialists aj^inst the .\iiiericaii Federation of Labor, having for its object the disruption of that organisa¬ 
tion. Xeither are spiteful innuendoes wanting against the Western Federation of Miners, their organiza-, 
tion being icrused of “base ingratitude,” becaa.se it received some finaneial support from the A. F. of Ij.

Moreover, the A. F. ef L. is already infestaa aMbaAr-gwiB and Ut daya mn sambered. her 
cause, so far from keepiaf pace,with the development of modetn industry, this arganizatioq is a- direct 
contr^iction of this evolution. It will, therefore, dinolve of itself, in consequence of the endlem fi^ts 
over the jurisdjcticin question. Socialist^ aa such, and especially those who are not members of fhe A. F.

your face. The tecossion of the National Union of Brewery Workers would give to its enemies the 
ooveied chance of pouncing upon it, and what a howling the wolves would set up, if the noble stag 
should be brought to bay!

Finally, there are many Socialists w'n. still do not'eomprehend the nature of a trades union. A 
union is no political organization and is not intended to be one; that is the function of the Social- 
Democratic party. Even the importance attached to what a trades union might do for Socialism, is 
generally overestimated. The main advantage accruing' frofii trailes unions in this respect is simply 
that workingmen in large numbers are united there in dasa organization. We do not expect unions to 
do any kind of political work, at least we in Milwaukee do not expect it.
